While the police were searching for 
the wild boy with the rifle, Tuesday, 
anxious mothers in the neighborhood of 
Carr Park kept their children indoors to 
protect them from the lad, who, they 
believed had been crazed by reading 
wild west stories. 

-Starts on Warpath. 

Willie started on the warpath at 
noon.Monday. When night fell he 
had shot Emil] Epstein, 8 years old, of 
4216 North Sixteenth street; George 
Able, 8 of 1225 North Fifteenth 
street; Louis Goldberg, 10, of 1514 
Biddle street, and Lawrence Zimmer, 
9, of 1225A North Fifteenth street. 
None was seriously hurt. 

‘Willie is a pupil at Special Public 
School, No. 4,1721 Wash street, where 
instructions are given to defectiv 
children. 

’ At - the Carr street station he said 
that he goes there hkecause he stut- 
ters, but he didn’t stutter when he 
told how he had tried out his new 
rifle by shooting the four boys. 

Disturbing Peace Charge. 

He will be sent to the Juvenile 
Court on charges of disturbing the 
peace of the boys whom he shot. The 
police say they cannot accuse him of 
discharging a firearm because an air 
rifle is not a firearm, though some air 


rifles are made with sufficient power 


to send a bullet through a three-inch 
board. 

“A fire-arm is. one in which powder 
and ball are used,” said Sergt. . Fitz- 
gibbon at the Carr Street Station. ‘‘No 
powder is used in an air rifle, therefore 
we can’t prosecute anybody for shooting 


a Mrs. Kate Ryan, hur-

Emil's mother says 
that. she was standing at the front 
door of her home when Emil startet 
to take lunch to his father. As Emil 
was crossing Carr street at Six- 
teenth street sie saw a boy rush 
toward him and dance around him, 
crying like an Indian. After the boy 
iad circled Emil several times le 
jeveied a rifle at him and fired. The 
bullet passed through Emil's lower 
lip. He was taker to the City Dis- 
pensary, where it Was said the wound 
was not serious, barring danger of 
Dlood- poisoning, . 

Youngster Eesenpes, * 

The boy who did the shooting ran 
north on Sixteenth street and escaped 
though pursued by Emil’s older brother,

When Mrs. O’Brien 
learned of the marriage, two days later, 
she dispatched her daughter at once to 
St. Louis. 

Shortly afterward Howland followed

MAN WoO SHOT 
GIRLIS ASUICIDE 


Person Who Leaped | into River 
After Tragedy Answers George 
Lee Kennedy’s Description. 





FAY BENTON IS IMPROVING 





She Jokes About Kennedy as 
She Lies on Cot in the 
Hospital. 





A young man stepped on to the garbage 
wharf at the foot of Plum street at 10 


Pp. m. Monday and accosted Charles 
Burns, the watchman. 

“Where are they building that free 
bridge?” he asked. 

Burns pointed to a light on one of the 
piers opposite Chouteau avenue. 

“They’re a long time at it,’’ said the 
Stranger. ‘If you want to cross the 
river now you have to swim.’ He pro- 
duced a pipe, lighted it and settled down 
for a smoke. 

“Great old town 
fortably. 

The watchman assented. Presently the 
stranger arose, knocked Out his pipe, 
nodded a good-by to Burns, walked to 
the edge of the wharf and dove head- 
first into the river. 

For several seconds Burns was too 
much surprised to act. Then he seized 
a pike pole and thrust it into the water. 

Reports to Police, 

“Catch hold,’’ he shouted, but received 
no response. After a time he gave up 
hope of rescuing the man, and reported 
to the police that he had witnessed a 
suicide. 

‘He was a smooth-faced young fellow, 
about 5 feet 9 inches tall,’”’ he said, ‘‘and 
he wore a black derby and a dark suit, 
with a gray sweater vest. ‘ guess he’d 
weigh 170 or 180 pounds.” 

Instantly the police of the Wyoming 
Street District recognized in this a de- 
scription similar to that of George Lee 
Kennedy, who thrice shot Fay Benton 
of 2724 Washington avenue Monday aft- 
ernoon. He wore a black derby, dark 
sult and gray sweater vest, and was de- 
scribed as 6 feet 10 inches tall, weighing 
about 160 pounds. He escaped after the 
shooting, and the police supposition is 
that he finally determined to end his 
life. 

Miss Benton, who had not: heard of 
the river episode, was in a vivacious 
mood at the city hospital Tuesday, and 
said that when she recovered she in- 
tended to spank Kennedy. 

“He is only a kid,’’ she laughed, “but 
he is a bad little boy. He’d better not 
let me catch him or I’ll give him a good 
spanking.”’ 

She and Kennedy are each 2 years 
old. Two of the bullets passed through 
her left arm and the third struck her 
right shoulder. City hospital surgeons 
say that she is in no danger. 

‘I have known George for only three 
months,’’ said she. “I went to the 
theater with him once or twice, and he 
thought he could dictate to me where 
{ should and should not go. 

“Saturday I went to the theater with 
another young man. Monday afternoon 
I was sitting in my room combing my 
hair when George entered. He asked 
me if I were going out, and I said I 
was, with a girl friend. 

‘**You’re going with another man,’ 
exclaimed, and shot me.’’ 

John Hoffman, a Belleville saloon 
keeper and several waitresses at the 
Belleville House, who say they know 
Kennedy, declare that he was in the 
town Monday afternoon and told them 
he had shot a womah. They thought he 
was joking. At about 6 p. m. he board 
a car for St. Louis, Hoffman says. Ken- 
nedy is a machinist.

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BOX-CAR THIEVES 
BELIEVED 10 HAVE 
AILLED WATCHMAN 


J. Frank Teague Is Found in East 
St. Louis Ravine, Dying 
_ From Wounds. 








For five weeks box car thieves broke 
the seals of cars and plundered them of 
merchandise when freight trains stopped 
at the V. & C. crossing of the Southern 
Railway, in East St. Louis. to let pass- 
engers trains go by. As a !ast resort, 
E. E. Brown, special agent of the rail- 
road, detailed J. Frank ‘Teague, a 
watchman, at the crossing, whose ac- 
tivity in another part of the city had 
driven away the robbers after they had 
twice waylaid and beat him. 

The detail was Teague’s death war- 
rant. The thieves, from double motives 
of revenge and apprehension, are be- 
Heved to have determined to assassinate 
him. He was found lying in a ravine 
Monday night, 30 feet from the railroad 
tracks and 400 feet from the crossing. 
There were four bullet wounds in his 
head, two of them above the eyes. An- 
other bullet had pierced his left arm. 
One of his ears was part!y severed. 
He died an hour later at a hospital. He 
was 42 years old and lived at 1504 IIli- 
nois avenue, Fast St. Louis. 

Foreman Heard Shots. 

Ollie Chase, foreman of a switching 
crew, heard six shots at 7:30 p. m. Mon- 
day and turned in time to see the 
flashes of three of them. He stopped 
the train and found Teague. 

Last November, after a battle, the 
watchman arrested a negro thief whom 
he found entering a box car. The next 
day he was set upon, while off his 
guard, by a big negro, who took his re- 
volver from him and clubbed him with 
it. . 

A month later Teague arrested a man 
who was loitering about the yards as if 
picking up coal from the tracks. While 
Teague was leading his prisoner away, 
two other men attacked him and rescued 
the prisoner. 

Assistant Detained. 

J. L. Blackburn, a watchman, who 
was detailed as Teague’s assistant at 
the crossing, was detained by the po- 
lice. No suspicion attaches to him, 
but the police and railway officials be- 
lieve he may have seen the shooting and 
that he has not tdld all he knows of it. 
Blackburn says he heard no shots. 

“I got an eastbound freight train at 
the V. & C. crossing shortly after 7 
p. m.,’’ said Blackburn. ‘‘Another man, 
who I supposed was Teague, got on the 
train a few cars behind me. I got off at 
Fifteenth street and walked to my home, 
1808 St. Louis avenue.”’ 

Teague had been employed as a watch- 
man by the Southern Railway for two 
years. Prior to this he was a policeman 
in East St. Louis.

Story Is That Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
Are Antagonistic to New 
Yorker. 





Officials in charge of the St. Louis 


offices of the Missouri 
Mountain System refuse to discuss re- 
ports from New York that control of 
the property has passed to the New 
York banking firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
and that George J. Gould will be forced 
from the presidency. 

“They ‘know more about those matters 
down, in. New York than we do out 
here,’’ remarked one of the local execu- 
tives. 

St. Louls financiers identified with the 
Missouri Pacific interests predict that 
George J. Gould will be re-elected to 
the presidency at the annual meeting 
of the directors March 14. W. K. Bixby 
and O. L. Garrison, St. Louis directors 
on the Missouri Pacific board, are strong 
Gould adherents. 

According to the New York advices, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. have an option on 
100,000 shares of Missouri Pacife stock, 
besides another large hlock which they 
acquired when the Pearson syndicate 
collapsed six months ago. At that time 
there was a semi-panic in Missouri Pa- 
cific shares, the common dropping $14 in 
one day on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

. One Side of Question. . 

Herétofore the chief financing of the 
Gould properties has been negotiated 
through Kuhn, Loeb & Co., who are now 
reported to be antagonistic to a con- 
tinuation of the Gould domination. In 
this connection a story is current in 
the local financial district that) New 
York interests, not identified with the 
Goulds, are displeased with the failure 
of the present management to establish 
the system on a better physical and 
financial basis. 

It is understood, also that friction has 
existed for some time between the sub- 
ordinate heads of the Missouri Pacific 
system. 

The resignation of a half dozen of- 
ficlals recently, including Alexander G. 
Cochrane, general solicitor, and Col. Wil- 
liam H. Phelps, legislative agent, now a 
member of the Missouri General As- 
sembly, was only part of Gould’s man- 
agerial troubles. It was generally known 
that Gould’s St. Louis attorneys repre- 
sented the American Tobacco Co., a 
corporation said to be part of the Kuhn, 
Loeb community of interest, before the 
Missour! Legislature. 

One of the bills which the Missouri 
Pacific agents had defeated persistent- 
ly was that relating to the prohibition 
of the manufacture and sale of cigar- 
etter. Shortly before the present ses- 
sion convened one of these attorneys 
was notified by the Tobacco Company 
that other arrangements had been made 
for handling the anti-tobacco legisla- 
tion and the services of the~-Missouri 
Pacific would not be needed. 


Fee of $10,000, 
The fee usually paid by the Ameri- 


can Tobacco Co,to its legislative at- 
torneys was 000. It is understood 
the corpo has transferred its 
Missour! legislative interests to the 
legal departmégnt of another St. Louis 
public service, corporation.

Gould’s frieds declate he has not sold 
a share of Missourl Pacific stock, but 
that he has realized more than $24,000,000 
by the sale of holdings in other prop- 
erties and he can sell enough secur- 
ities to raise ample funds.

Louise te Baron in the title role fully 
met the high expectations aroused by 
her admirable singing and playing of the 
part of Azucena in “‘I] Trovatore’’ on 
Sunday evening. The velvety and pas- 
sionate Carmen score, rich in emotion- 
al quality, excellently -suits Miss le 
Baron’s deeply mellow contralto voice 
and. the several ‘‘great Carmen mo- 
ments’’ now so world-famous for the 
measuring of the artistic stature of the 
singer accepting such a test of vocal 
and dramatic gifts were finely met. In 
addition to this meeting of the part’s 
acting and singing demands, Miss le 
Baron ‘“‘leoked’ Cafmen to the Iife, 
seeming veritably the ‘alluring Spanish 
cigarette gifl and ally of mountain 
smugglers around whose vital person- 
ality. the story of the opera is s0 com- 
pellingly woven. 

Yet, while giving the title-role singer 
full credit for competent achievement, 
the truth must be conceded that the 
most memorable success of Monday 
night’s performance was scored by 
George Pickering as the Todeador, a part 
in which fi. Louis opera lovers have 
heard many of the world’s most famous 
dramatic baritones. Curiously enough, 
remembering his English name, Mr. 
Pickering possesses to an astonishing 
degree the Italian temperament, the 
Italian dramatic method, the Italian 
softness of enunciation and, most not- 
able of all, that admirable Italian trick, 
as one might call it, of the sudden and 
convincing emphasizing of the drama- 
tic word in song, the one stroke, here 
and there, that informs the lines of the 
score with their full emotional mean- 
ing. His singing of the ‘Toreador Song”’ 
was admirable and the audience re- 
sponded to it with well deserved ap- 
plause. I have heard more than one 
Escamillo, far more widely exploited and 
much more costly to hear, who failed 
to measure up to.this excellent bari- 
tone’s standard of genyine worthiness. 
The Don Jose of Signor Domenico 
Russo's essayal. valiantly sung in un- 
familiar English, won the audience’s 
ample favor and amply deserved the 
winning. It was instinct with dramatic 
fire, the glow of a hapless infatuation, 
deepening into that tragedy which log- 
ically follows upon Jose’s betrayal of 
his love for poor little Micaela and of 
his soldierly duty, and, properly, its ap- 
peal increased with the development of 
the story itself. The possession of a 
singularly sweet tenor voice capable of 


rising to the robust upon occasion en- 


abled Signor Russo adequately. to real- 
ize Don Jose at every moment of the 
opera's progress. Properly, then, he 
shared in full proportion the honors of 
a “Carmen” evening in which a Car- 
men, an Escamillo and a Don Jose of 
sincerely satisfying quality were 
brought into evidence. 

Bertha’Davis distinguished herself by 
proving to be one of the best Micaelas 
I have ever heard on a St. Louis stage. 
It's rather a thankless part, this of the 
helpless and finally forgotten little peas- 
ant swetheart of Don Jose, but it has 
at least one big ‘“‘song opportunity” and

House, was the most interesting of the 
session. The Republicans, under the 
leadership of Merritt, a stand-patter, at- 
tempted to delay action on the resolu- 
re- 
sponding to the forceful speeches by Ma- 
jority Leader A. E. Smith, Cuvillier, the 
author of the resolution, and A. J. Levy, 
regulars, and Drummond, insurgent 


Democrat, rallied to the support of the’ 
resolution and sent it to the Senate by 


a unanimous Democratic vote. 

The insurgent members were quite as 
enthusiastic in their support of the 
movement as the regulars, which is the 
first instagce of harmony that has pre- 
vailed since the session began. 

Realizing .that their efforts to defeat 


‘3 the resolution would be futile, Murray, 
_ Stand-pat Republican, offered an amend- 
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ment urging Congress to appoint a tar- 
iff board, to accept the _ reciprocity 
“agreement with Canada and to fortify 
the Panama Canal. The Democrats 
viewed this amendment as a subterfuge 
-e voted it down, 77 to 46.

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and that he had given her $500,000 worth 
of bonds as a wedding gift. They went 
to live in a sumptuously furnished home 
at 4712 Canal street. 

Miss Mitchell took with her to New 
Orleans her maid, Gussie Meyers, whose 
name is prominent in the Colonel’s di- 
vorce petition. 

He alleges that his wife and the maid 
frequently went out at night with two 
young men to whom he was not intro- 
duced. When he proteS8ted because his 
wife kept late hours, he says, she 
called him names. In the brief period 
of his honeymoon, he alieges, he has 
been repeatedly assaulted, cursed and 
abused because he refused to give up a 
letter which .is bride wanted to read. 

Tells of Beating. 

“Both my wife and Gussie 
beat me,’ he says in his petition, ‘‘and 
I now have the marks of my wife’s 
teeth on my right hand where she bit 
me at the time of this assault.’” Hayes 
alleges that. his wife has squandered 
more than $5000 in the month of their 
married life and that she has in her 
possession jewelry and other valuables 
which he would like to get back.

Wife Denies Charges. 

Mrs. Hayes denies all of the allega- 
tions in her husband’s petition. She al- 
leges that he Slandered her to her ac- 
quaintances, gave her nothing for her 
daily expenses and compelled her to buy 
groceries on credit. She charges that 
he frequently cursed her and that after 
beating her he left their home Feb. 5, 
taking his trunks with him and declar- 
ing that he would never return to her. 
She asks for $300 a month alimony while 
her suit is pending. 

She asks that the Court issue an in- 
junction to'prevent her husband from 
disposing of the property she now has. 
This, she says, consists of a large quan- 
tity of jewelry, an automobile, valuable 
bonds and other “‘paraphernalial prop- 
erty’’ which her husband gave to her.

Virginia Selvaggi, 10 years oid, and 
Albina, 7, were sleeping with Alice in 
a rooni on third floor. Mrs. Selvaggi 
and Julius, 16 years old, - were .on 
the second floor. Selvaggi, a steam- 
ship agent, was. out of town. 

Albina was sleeping between her 
sisters, ‘and Alice, in terror, kicked 
her vigorously. She added. her 
screams to her sister's as the intruder 
fled from the room. 

Examination by the police showed 
that the first floor windows and 
doors were locked, but a window 
opening on the roof was found open. 
Mrs. Selvagei was certain it had been 
locked when the household went to 
sleep. 

Access to this window might have 
been by means of a ladder or from 
the adjoining roof. There was no 
ladder about, and no_,evidence that 
one had been set up.

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THE FARMER AND RECIPROCITY. 
Mr. Cannon and the stand-pat leaders are shed- 
ding crocodile tears over the prospect that reci- 
procity with Canada will impoverish the farmer. 
The National Grange, it is true, has gone on rec- 
ord as opposed to this particular measure of Mr. 
Taft’s negotiation, but not for fear of bucolic 
impoverishment or any of the reasons mentioned 
by the guardians of the farm and the farmers. 
The Natjonal Grange objects to reciprocity be- 
cause it will make wheat free and not nails, be- 
cause it will cut the duty on cattle but not the 
duty on steel and iron. If there are to be losses 
as the result of the lowering of the tariff the 
farmer wants them to be shared by all the ben- 
eficiaries of the existing law. He is willing to 
take his chance, but only if all the others will 
take the same chance. 
Thus we have from an authoritative source the 
single objection the farmer will raise and the 
reason for it. We do not share the opinion that 











reciprocity with Canada will emphasize privilege

MISSOURI’S IDEAL CAPITAL. 

The movement started by the Post-Dispatch aft- 
er the burning of the State capitol at Jefferson 
City for the transfer of Missouri’s seat of govern- 
ment to St. Louis is booming. It strikes a popu- 
lar chord in this city. It appeals to the imagi- 
nation and the judgment of leading men. 

The capitals of most of the states were selected 
when the states were young and when the rail- 
ways,’ the centers of transportation and the cities 
which make them had not been developed. The 
geographical centers of the states were favored, 
with the result that many capitals are in small 
and insignificant towns. Some, like our own Jef- 
ferson City, are rather inaccessible by rail. Being 
the seat of government does not insure commer- 
cial, industrial or transportation growth, nor does 
it retard them. The two have littie relation to 
each other. ' ‘ 

In pioneer days the small town was favored on 
account of its simpler ways of life and the im- 
pression that the large city had a demoralizing 
effect on State officers, especially on legislators. 
But that opinion is rapidly waning. The cities 
have become the centers of civilization, of pro- 
The great li- 
braries, the organizations working for social im- 
provement, men of light and leading, the pro- 
gressive social forces are found in the large cities. 
The government seat does not contribute to the 
growth of the city, but the great city dignifies the 
the seat of government. It provides a fit set- 
ting, adequate conveniences and civilizing and en- 
lightening influences. 

Experience does not bear out the theory that the 
influence of large cities demoralizes governments. 
Boston is the capital of Massachusetts, yet the 
laws of Massachusetts on many subjects, particu- 
larly the control of public service corporations, 
are models for other states. Virginia has not suf- 
fered from the location of her capital in Rich- 
mond, nor has Indiana because the seat of gov- 
ernment is in Indianapolis. The superb State 
Capitol of Minnesota adorns St. Paul, which in 
turn contributes greatly to its beauty and ac- 
cessibiljty. The conjunction of the capital with 
the two greatest cities is a source of civic pride 
and profit to the people of Minnesota. 

On the other hand, Illinois, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
New York and many other states were not saved 
from plutocratic control and shameful corruption 
because their capitals were not their chief cities. 
The smallness and inaccessibility of Jefferson 
City has not protected our own beloved State from 
the humiliation of shameful corruption and corpo- 
rate domination in the Legislature. 

Accessibility by rail and water, ample hotel 
conveniences are desirable conditions for the 
State capital. The importance and dignity of the 
capital as well as the impression it creates in 
the minds of the general public are enhanced by 
its location in a large and growing city. The 
change of Missouri’s capital from Jefferson City 
to St. Louls would be far more advantageous 
for the whole State than for St. Louis, 

The argument of cost and historic interest went 
up in the smoke of the burning capitol. 

The heavy balance of argument is in favor of 
the capital’s removal to the metropolis. It re- 
mains for the St. Louis people to present these 
arguments to the General Assembly and have 
the question of location here presented to the 
people with the constitutional amendment for a 
bond issue for the new capitol building. Let us 
offer a choice of available sites. 
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Surely the Democratic majority in the Missouri 
Legislature want the demands of the people met 
by an immediate reduction of necessary tariff 
duties.

What the Census Seems to Show.

The interesting article in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch relative to the decline in population of the 
rural districts of the Middle West clearly demon- 
strates one of two things, or both. Either the op- 
pression of the railroads is driving people from 
the Central West to the cities enjoying deep water 
transportation facilities or else there is a tre- 
mendous case of race suicide to be considered. 

Complete figures of this census show an in- 
crease of a little less than 16,000,000 for the past 
decade, It is usually considered that the net gain 
by foreign immigration was about 9,000,000. If 
this be true there are left 7,000,000 increase by 
births of native-born and foreign-born parents. 
The 11 dormer Confederate states increased 38,415,- 
269, which also includes nine-tenths of the negro 
increase; the balance of the negro increase need 
not, therefore, be further considered. It is a 
well-known fact that foreign immigration did not 
| flow into the South to any astounding extent, and 
as the previous decade showed only 352,584 for- 
eigners there (an increase over 1880-1890 of 85,494) 
we may conclude that the increase was not over 
100 per cent, or 352,584. Now the increase of native 
whites of foreign parents from 1890-1900 was 4,- 
171,667, and if the same increase took place from 
1$00-1910, I obtain the following race suicide re- 
sults among the Anglo-Saxons and Celts of the 
Northern states:

MERGERS AND PUBLICITY. 

The magazine merger, discussed in New York 
telegrams to the Post-Dispatch, cotitemplates 
such a control over periodical literature as the 
Steel Trust exercises over iron production. Some 
suppose kerosene and Steel Trust endowments 
may effect finally a similar “merger” in the con- 
trol of higher education. With publishing houses 
merged, “taken over,” this great scheme of finan- 
cial genius might promise itself such success that 
not a single idea calculated to interfere with its 
plans, will be left at liberty except on good be- 
havior parole. 

The whole gigantic undertaking is already a 
complete failure, however. It is a failure in the 
nature of things and especially in the nature of 
ideas. Men or magazines which profess ideas 
may be subject to merger and control, but the 
ideas which move civilization pass out unmerged 
and uncontrolled by any bill of sale. 

As a very practical illustration of what this 
means, Post-Dispatch telegrams mention that the 
magazines which “merged” with the Morse inter- 
ests have been obliged to secure financial support 
elsewhere since that financier was committed to 
the Atlanta penitentiary.

Where to Locate the Capitol. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

There seems to be an idea taking shape in the 
minds of some people that the new State capitol 
building should be located in the western part of 
St. Louis. Before that idea takes possession of 
the minds of the citizens of St. Louis to any great 
extent, would it not be well to call their atten- 
tion to the effect that such action would have? 

St. Louis is built in almost a crescent shape, 
bounded on the north, east and south by rivers, 
limiting expansion or growth either to the north, 
east or south, necessarily leaving the western out- 
let as the logical place for future growth and de- 
velopment; but why should we artificially encour- 
age the growth westwardly before the inner con- 
fines are fully built up? As we build rapidly to- 
wards the west we draw away from the eastern 
portion of the city, and sometimes leave big 
vacancies occasioned by the westward movement. 

As the city grows westward we are taxed more 
for additional police and fire protection, water and 
lighting and also an expensive drainage system. 
This increases city taxes; on the other hand, a 
toss of tenants within the confines of the city 
reduces ‘the taxable wealth. An effort should be 
made to utilize all the ground and territory close 
to the eastern confines of the city before we go 
too far west. In the O’Fallon Park district, on 
the heights overlooking the river, in my opinion, 
would be a beattiful location for the new capitol, 
if it is to be located in or near 8t. Louis.
